coming year according to city 
commissioners, Although none 
of the commissioners would 
say, "Read my lips," it appears 
there will be no tax increase for 
Pahokee residents this year. 
The only area involving more 
money will affect the water and 
sewage bills. This will impact 
Pahokee residents with bet- 
ween a one and two dollar 
increase on their monthly bills. 
According to City Manager, 
Ken Schenck, there will be no 
lay-offs of city workers 
although there will be no raises 
in salaries either. The budget 
makes no cutbacks on any 


services offered by the city. 

Mayor Ramon Horta said, 
“In these hard economic times, 
I believe our employees will be 
satisfied just to keep their jobs. 
Other cities around the lake 
aren't as lucky as the City of 
Pahokee." * 

Vice-Mayor John Norman 
said he did not see the reason 
to offer commissioners, who are 
actually not full time city 
employees, group insurance 
protection.

Sugar League disputes 
SFWMD survey 


The Florida Sugar Cane 
League is severely criticizing 
an economic report prepared 
for the South Florida Water 
Management District as being 
“totally inadequate, to the point 
of trivializing South Florida's 
$1.5 billion agriculture 
industry.” 

A draft of the final report, 
prepared by Hazen and Sawyer, 
was delivered to the Water 
Management District head- 
quarters July 21. The report 
was ordered to determine the 
economic impact on the farmers 
whe live and work in the 
Everglades Agriculture Area of 
the District's plan to turn 
35,000 acres of productive farm 
land into massive storm water 
filter marshes. 

Malcolm S. Wade, Jr.,.a vice 
president of U.S. Sugar 
Corporation and a member of 
the League's Environmental 
Quality Committee, said the 
report was prepared in great 
haste and failed to take into 
consideration numerous eco- 
nomic factors. "The haste of the 
Water Management District to 


try to justify its massive filter 
marsh plan and the may flaws 
and inaccuracies in the report 
constitutes a clear indication to 
farmers in South Florida that 
their livelihoods are considered 
trivial and not worthy of 
serious consideration. 

"Despite this,” Mr. Wade said, 
‘the fact that the District 
report concludes that 
approximately 5,000 jobs will 
disappear over the next ten 
years and farmers will go out of 
business is proof enough that 
the District's overall plan has 
many shortcomings. 

"There are approximately 
51,000 people living in the 
Glades area,” said Mn Wade. 
“This means that almost 25 
percent of the people now inthe 
workforce will be óut of work 
over this -period. This is 
completely unacceptable under 
any circumstance and, in 
addition, we are convinced this 
number is understated.”

Water supply crucial 
to SWIM Plan 


Third installment in a series 


By Twila Valentine 

The Lake Okeechobee 
Surface Water Improvement 
and Management (SWIM) Plan 
has made the water supply 
element one of the seven 
elements of the proposed draft 
-of the updated SWIM Plan. 

Over the past several years, 
the intrusion of man has 
altered the functions of Lake 
Okeechobee'to where it is now a 
multipurpose regional reservoir. 

Once the lake fluctuated 
naturally but now the levels are 
altered so the lake's waters 
may serve several objectives. 
They include: flood control, 
agricultural water use, urban 
and industrial water supply, 
protection of wetland and 
estuarine systems, 
enhancement of fish and 
wildlife resources, prevention of 
saltwater intrusion, navigation, 
recreation, and water supply 
for Everglades national Park. 


Storage capacity within the 
lake is limited by the height of 
the Herbert Hoover Dike. There 
is a further constraint due to 
the need to protect the littoral 
zone habitat, which can be 
harmed by prolonged high lake 
stages. 

Because .of competing 
objectives, lake management 
has been in the form of crisis 
response. When water tevels 
are too high, the Finis is 
flood control. 

Whenwaten levels are too 
low, (water supply takes 
precedence, and Water use 
restrictions are imposed on the 
basins which depend on the 
lake for their water supply. At 
the same time, low water levels 
are beneficial for the littoral 
zone, the lake fisheries, and 
wading birds. The district is 
responding ‘to the necessity of 
developing a more flexible

Glades residents may help 
build homes for the needy

Pahokee--Glades residents 
can get out their hammers and 
nails if a Glades Chapter of 
Habitat for Humanity. Inter- 
national can be established 
here. 

Habitat for Humanity was 
founded in 1976 by Linda-and 
Millard Fuller as a Christian 
housing ministry that seeks to 
eliminate poverty housing from 
the world and to make decent 
shelter a matter of conscience 
and action. By having needy 
and affluent people work 
together in equal partnership, 
Habitat builds new relations- 
hips and a sense of community 
as well as new housing. 


Unlike federal funded 


’ projects, Habitat is not a 
giveaway program, but is a 
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joint venture in which those 
who benefit from the housing 
are involved in the work at 
various levels. 

Each homeowner is required 
to invest "sweat equity” hours 
into the construction of their 
home. Officials say this 
reduces the cost of the house, 
increases the pride of 
ownership among family 
members, and fosters the 
development of positive 
relationships. with other 
persons. 

Pahokee City Manager Ken 
Schenck has volunteered to act 
as the coordinator in establish- 
ing a list of volunteers to work 
together in setting up a Habitat 
Program in the Glades. 

Habitat does not accept 
government’ money for 
construction of new houses, 
renovation or repair of existing 
houses, or the general 
operating expenses of projects. 
Habitat does, however, accept 
funds for the acquisition of 
streets, utilities, land, or old 
houses needing rehabilitation, 
provided those funds have no 
provisions attached which 
would violate Habitat's 
principles. 

John Nasby of Habitat for 
Humanity International spoke 
to about 25 residents of 
Pahokee, Belle Glade, and 
South Bay about the possibility 
of becoming a western branch 
of Habitat. He said, “Habitat is 
growing rapidly. There are over 
550 affiliated projects in the 
United States, and more than 
100 other projects in 30 other 
countries.”

Families apply to local 
Habitat projects. A family 
selection committee made up of 
volunteers chooses homeowners 
based on their level of need, 
their willingness to become 
partners in the program, and 
their ability to repay the loan. 
Every project follows a non- 
discriminatory policy of family 
selection. Neither race nor 
religion is a factor in choosing 
the families to receive Habitat 
houses. 

Habitat is for families with 
low to moderate incomes that 
cannot afford to save for a 
major down payment on a 
home. It is not a federal 
program and is run solely by 
volunteers. 

Schenck said any industry in 
the Glades that wishes to make 
a contribution or volunteer to 
get this project off the ground is 
welcome and invited to join in. 

"Some of our best contrib- 
utors are churches," said John 
Nasby of Habitat International. 

"People helping people. It is the 
most worthwhile program I've 
ever seen,” he said. 

Each Habitat for Humanity 
affiliate and sponsored project 
is managed by a local volunteer 
board. "Right now, we are in the 
beginning stage of organization 
and are seeking volunteers,” 
said Schenck.

Okeelanta Corp. and ‘Osceola 


Farms charge GAO report 
recommendations are flawed 


A government report 
criticizing the Department of 
Labor's handling of the forei; 
guest worker (H2A) program 
fails to emphasize that Florida 
sugarcane farmers have met all 
DOL requirements and misses 
the mark on where problems 
lie, the general counsel for two 
sugar farmers charged today. 

Joseph P. Klock Jr. general 
counsel of Okeelanta Corpo- 
ration and Osceola Farms Com- 
pany, praised the General 
Accounting Office report for 
acknowledging changes made 
by the growers:in recent years. 

"Not only are the practices 
questioned in the report the 
responsibility of foreign govern- 
ments, but growers have tried 
to get those situations resolved 
for many years, especially 
during the past two years. 

Klock said the report deals 
with three basic areas: pay- 
ment of transportation costs for 
"lower island” workers; deduc- 
tions for optional savings 
accounts; and deductions for 
optional health insurance. 

While recommending that the 
Dept. of Labor ought to recover 
workers’ lost income, it fails to 
mote that the monies in ques- 
tion were paid by the sugarcane 
growers as instructed by the 
workers and the companies 
have met every U.S. govern- 
ment requirement, Klock said. 

Regarding transportation, 
Klock said the problem stems 
from a request by the govern- 
ments of several Caribbean 
islands nearly 30 years ago that 
their workers be included in the 
H2A program. Despite the fact 
that triple the number of 
needed workers were available 
from Jamaica, the companies 
bowed to the pleas of lower 
island government to bring 
workers from their islands, 
assuring the growers that there 


would be no additional cost for_ 


transportation, Klock said. 
Thus, for humanitarian 
reasons, the companies began 
using workers from other 
islands in addition to Jamaica. 
Rumors surface in 1989 that 
in spite of the governmental 


Promises, some countries were 
charging men for the additional 
transportation costs above what 
the companies paid, and, as a 
result, the companies stopped 
using lower islands workers in 
the 1990-91 season. Klock said 
the governments then gave the 
companies further written 
assurances that the men would 
be transported by British West 
Indies Airways (owned by the 
government of Trinidad and 
Tobago) from their home 
islands at the same cost to the 
companies as Air Jamaica 
charges for transportation from 
Kingston, and that there would 
be absolutely no charges to the 
men. The companies again 
hired lower island workers in 
the 1991-92 season. 

Now, the companies have 
been told that foreign govern- 
ments may have charged the 
workers a partial amount for 
the transportation, Klock said. 

"We tried to help workers 
from ‘the lower islands by 
including them in the program, 
and we've done everything 
properly," Klock said. "The 
GAO's failure to point out these 
facts poignantly emphasizes the 
lessons that we have learned 
the hard way, that no good deed 
goes unpunished.” 

The report said the workers’ 
health insurance has not been 
given the protection required by 
ERISA and there and there was 
little government oversight to 
how the two percent payroll 
deductions for insurance 
premiums were spent. 

Prior to the 1991/92 season, 
the companies deducted the 2% 
in accordance with a contract 
with each worker and his labor 
representative, the West Indies 
Central Labour Organization 
(WICLO). Tht money was paid 
to WICLO, as required by 
contract, and the companies 
never received any financial 
gain from the deductions. 

The companies always 
assumed that the insurance 
program was voluntary and 
never compelled workers to 
participate, Klock said. 
Following question in 1990 


abéut the alts “of the i insur- 
ance, the companies began.to 
independently. verify with the 
men whether or fot they 
wanted to participate in the“ 
WICLO-sponsored health 
insurance plan. 

The third area covered by the 


report involves whether men í 


received all their money from a 
23 percent payroll deduction 
which was deposited for the 
men at a Jamaican bank. The 
voluntary savings option, also a 
part of the workers’ contract 
with WICLO and the comp- * 
anies, allowed the men to set 
aside part of their wages for 
themselves and their families , 
in Jamaica. 

In 1990, Klock said, the 
companies were told WICLO 
was contracting men before 
they left for FLorida,and asking 
them to sign an agreement that 
their home governments could 
take up to 21/2 percent of their 
total pay from theip-savings 
accounts to cover governments’ 
cost to administer the program. 

In 1991, the growers met 
with the Government of 
Jamaica and asked that the 
practice be stopped. When the 
government refused, Klock 
said, the growers contacted the 
Department of Labor. As with 
the health insurance verifi- 
cation, in the 1991-92 season 
the companies independently ` 
verified with the workers 
whether they wanted the 
deduction. The companies 
asked the workers two. different 
times if they wanted to 
continue the voluntary 
deductions. Payroll deductions 
were taken only from men who 
authorized the deduction. 

The fact is, there are some t 
questions about the West Indies 
governments’ handling of the 
H2A program which are 
brought out by the the GAO 
reports,"Klock said. "But those 
problems are with the men's 
home governments. We have 
tried over the years to conduct 
our business not only in 
accordance with the ‘ 
regulations, but to the benefit 
of the men.

Everglades SWIM plan

"Silent Killer" Not So Silent Among Blacks 


The reasons are cloudy, but the results are 
clear: 

+ About one in every three black adults has 
high blood pressure. 

* Between 70 and 79 percent of older blacks 
have high blood pressure. 

* Blacks have high blood pressure earlier in 
life than whites. 

You get the idea. 

High blood pressure - called the "Silent Killer” 
because it reveals no symptoms - isn't so silent 
among black Americans. 

Though it's a major health threat for all U.S. 
groups, African-Americans suffer disability and 
death from high blood pressure-related diseases 
in far greater proportions, says the American 
Heart Association. 


For example, blacks have nearly twice as} 


many strokes, 10 to 18 times more kidney 
failure and three to five times more heart failure 
related to high blood pressure. 

As a result, high blood pressure is the No. 1 
preventable cause of about 60,000 excess deaths 
each year among African-Americans. 

Scientists don't fully understand the causes in 
90 to 95 percent of primary high blood pressure 
cases, also called “essential hypertension." A 
known problem such as kidney disease can 
cause "secondary hypertension." Drugs such as 
oral contraceptives and diet pills can also cause 
secondary high blood pressure. 

Blood pressure is the force your heart exerts

when it pumps blood into your arteries and 
through your circulatory system. 

If pressure in your blood vessels is 140 
millimeters of mercury/90 millimeters of 
mercury - or "140 over 90” - or high in at least 
two tests, you have high blood pressure. 

The disorder occurs when the tiny blood 
vessels called arterioles constrict and blood can't 
easily flow through them. Your heart then has to 
work harder. That can cause your heart to 
enlarge (hypertrophy) and in time become 
weaker. It can also damage your brain, eyes and 
kidneys. And it increases your chances of stroke 
and heart attack. 

Health experts are even more stumped by the 
greater frequency and severity of high blood 
pressure in blacks. Some possible reasons cited 
include obesity, a modifiable risk factor for high 
blood pressure that's more prevalent among 
blacks.

They 
many suggest that you lose weight, exercise 
regularly and limit your salt intake. You may.

Clewiston--By a 4 - 0 vote 
duly 17th, the Florida Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Com- 
mission agreed to exempt bass 
tournaments from a portion of 
the new bass fishing laws 
which went into effect this 
month. = 

At the July 17 meeting in 
Clewiston, commissioners voted 
to exempt those tournaments 
which have been granted a 
GFC permit from limiting their 
catch to one fish over 22 inches, 

On July 1, a new law went 
into effect across the state 


. which said fishermen may have 


only one fish- over 22 inches in 
their possession. The regulation 
also raised the daily possession 
limit to'five largemouth bass. 
This part of the law was not 
changed, nor did they change 
the minimum length limit of 14 
inches for those waters south 
and east of the Suwanne River. 

With the vote, any bass 
tournament with 100-boats or 
more must apply for, and be 
granted a permit from GFC. 
Those cast-for-cash events with 
20 to 99 boats may apply for a 
permit, but are not required to 
do so. 


It is GFC's plan to have 
personnel at as many of these 
events as possible to make sure 
the fish are handled properly 
and released alive. 

This, indicated GFC 
Executive Director Colonel 
Robert Brantly, will help the 
commission determine if 
tournament's are hurting the 
resource. 

"We can't monitor every 
tournament," said Brantly, 
"But, we're trying to get some 
idea of the impact these 
tournaments arè having." He 
told- commissioners GFC will be 
adding three new positions-to 


help monitor permitted events. . 

The legislature has 
appropriated $400,000 to pay 
for the new positions, and to 
carry out research as to, the 
tournament's impact on the 
bass fishery. 

When the new regulations 
went into effect, the Bass 
Anglers Sportsmans Society 
(B.AS.S.) said it objected to the 
22-inch law. 

One of the big reasons for 
granting the exception was to 
lure B.A.S.S., and the money 
spent by those who fish their 
tournaments, back to the state. 

Smokie Holcomb, head of 
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Commission votes to exempt some tourneys 


GFC's fishery division, told 
commissioners B.A.S.S. was the 
only major tournament trail he 
knew of who would not hold 
their tournaments jh the state 
without the exception. 

"Helen Sevier (now the head 
of B.A.S.S.) said if the 
exception was granted, they 
would consider coming back to 
Florida,” Brantly told com- 
missioners. 

Holcomb said there would be 
no charge for the permit, and it 
will be implemented as soon as 
the new positions are filled. 

In a related matter, Curtis 


goddard, from the Bassmasters * 
of Palm Beach Bass Club, 
asked commissioners to lower 
the minimum length limit from 

14 tol2 inches for tournaments. 

But, the commission did not 
agree. 

If everybody is playing by 
the same rules, I don's see what 
in the world difference it 
makes,” said Commissioner J. 
Ben Rowe. "Our objective on 
this is to try and increase the 
resource. I'm not ready to 
change on that regulation. I 
believe the exception will take 
care of the economy side of it.”

negotiations with Alabama by a 
4 - O vote. 


If negotiations are successful, 
the reciprocity agreement will 
do away with non-resident 
licensing requirements for 
fresh water fishing and 
hunting. 


The commission's directive at 
their meeting in Clewiston 
came despite the fact such an 
agreement with Alabama could 
cost Florida anywhere from 
$50,000 to $70,000 in license 
sales.

Former Glades resident and 
Pioneer Martha Allison died 


July 3 as a result of 
Alzheimer's Disease.

Allison, who died in 1981 were 
both Glades Pioneers. Dr. 
Allison first moved to Belle 
Glade in 1926. He later met a 
Clewiston girl named Martha 
(Marty) Williamson. 


Since there was no road” 


between Clewiston and Belle 
Glade, many a week-end hike 
was made through the Custard 
Apple and Moonvine jungle 
between Belle Glade and 
Clewiston. He married "Marty" 
in 1933. 

They raised two children Gail 
Allison Blissett of Norman, 
Oklahoma and Karin Allison 
Schultz of 535 St. Francis 
Court, Menlo Park, California 
94025. At the time of her death, 
Mrs. Allison had five grand- 
children and one great- 
grandchild. 

Dr. Allison received his BS in 
1920 from Purdue University `. 
With a scholarship from 
Rutgers University, he earned 
his MS and then PhD in Soil 
Chemistry in 1923. This was 
followed by a year of Post 
Doctoral work at Rothamstead, 
England and two years with 
the Tropical Plant Research 
Foundation on a soil 
reconnaissance of Cuba in 
association with Hugh Bennett. 
He was the first University of 
Florida resident staff member 
at the then three year- old 
experiment station in Belle 
Glade,
